e THE PAPER CURRENCY, 
‘All the talle inthe city just now js) 
pabout the value of the paper currency. 
As 1 reported somo time ago, on the 25th 
of this month tho. notes wero to be made 
legal currency and-no discount of any 
Kind wm to be taken or given under 
penalty of heavy punishments, This pro- 
‘elamation ‘has hada great. effect on the 
value of paper mony this time, and the 
disecunt gradually decreased until ‘on 
the 25ti it had nominally disappeared, 
but all over the city the monwy-changer's 
allowance of two per cent, was’ boing 
taken, “Late on Tuesday a numbor of 
soldiors paraded tho main streets of the 
city “with a. notice reminding everyone 
that-any person dimanding discount on 
Paper money would be at ‘once thrown 
into prison. Thid procession marched 
about fur three hours, and at night local 
notes were at 10- por cent. discount only 
and later to less than & percent. The 
Prospects of this attempt being successful 
wore seriously marred during the day 
hy 2 merchant who, getting a big loan 
from a European firm by giving his silk 
in stock ay security, tried to buy up, ol! 
the silver he could get to’ the amount of 
something like $200,000. He then pro- 
sonted womething like $100,000 in local 
notes and it was only by the co-operation 
of the lading morthants thata financial 
erash wos prevented. On Wednesday, 
however, everything went smoothly and 
there were few complaints to be heard. 
Some shopkeepers told customers that 
owing to scarcity of silver, change would 
only bo given in 2 cent pious if goods 
worth 0 cents were brought; in other 
casea change would be given in copper 
conts at the rate of 100 to the dollar. 
Monoy-thangers ako are giving copper 
cents intead of silvor. If thera ia no 
rush for silver this will work itself right 
in timo; but in some places it. ia only 
being’ done to evads the letter of the law 
and in ose the note, as is feared, again 
drop in value. Particular attention ig 
being puid to people leaving the city ‘to 
seo that they do not carry more than 
$50, worth of silver away with them and 
any perion found in possession of more 
has the money contscated. - The law waa 
passed some ‘time ago, but just now is 
being .vory strictly enforced and all 
passengy junks are being carefully 
searched To-day the value of notes re- 
mains the same ason Wedneuay, about 
2 per cent discount; but people still seem 
anxious to get rid. of them und: shop- 
keepers al}. over will not change unless 
goods of 60 cents vilua be bought.

District. Judge, prosided, and he was ac- 
companied on ths bench by Lt, Norwood 
(H.N.S.- Prometheus), Captain E, - V. 
Stovell and Capt. Laidman, 

Mr, ‘F. M. Elliot appoared on behalf 
of the Attorney-General and Mr, 0, 
Evoritt on behalf of tha commander of 
the Seamew, Captain Chamberlain.« 
Commander Radeli 0, R.N,, Master At- 
tendant, was aleo present representing 
the Government, ; 

Tho first witnesg wav Captain A. J. 
Coleman, acting Deputy Master Atten- 
dant, who showed the court the positions 
of the Oscar 27. and, tho Hong. Mfoh on 
the day of the collision. : 

Captain A, B, Chamberlain was then 
called. He stated that he hnd been in 
command of the Seamew sincs May last. 
‘At 3 a.m. on Septembor Jat, he loft Singa- 

oro for the usual reliof trip to Hora- 
Pargh Light, On‘ the return voyage he 
was on the bridge till 9 o'clock whon ho 
handed over charge’ to the-chief officor, 

At 9,40 witness went to his bunk and fell 
asleep partly undresied. “He could not 
tell the exact minute -whon ho was called, 
but when he went up above he saw that 
his vessel was then $ cables’ lengths off 
the Waterwitch,.
